Dr. Towsend was formerly a Methodist 
minister preaching In this city, with 
apparent liberal proclivittes, not per- 


faith laid down by Wesley or White- 
field. From thls place he sojourned to 
Butlalo to tuke charge of a popular and 
populous church of that place. There 
his liberality cropped out to such an 
extent that he wan “called down” by 
the orthodox part of hls copgreg ation, 
who no doubt counidered hls Iberality 
in the Jigat of au effort “to kuock hell 
out of Methodism.” After bis dismissal 
or resigustion, or both, he came back 
to Jamestown, obtalaing the co-opera- 
tion of the Iibera] minded, he founded 
bere the Iudependent Congregatioual 
Church, securing a large attendance 
and holding meetings ju the opera 
house on Sundays, Dr. Town-end 
claimed the cardinal cause of his deser- 
tlon of the mother church was Insup- 
portable palo of consclenca be felt iu 
being obliged to preach tbe revolting 
doctrine of eternal hell and the uorea- 
eonable and distérted Higments of origi- 
nal sin and the orthodox atonement. 
About this time the Methodists were 
erectlug a $60 000 tabernacle whereiu to 
worship the meek and lowly Jesus, 
The old Methodlat church was pur 
chased, remodeled aod enlarged, fitted 
with patent opera seats anda fine organ 


by Rev. Townsend, He org ınized alto

abhorrent garb; ton sensitive to the bit- 
ter criticism of h's former orthod x a3- 
sociates, he seemed to deprecate their 
censure. He might have known that 
he thut breaks away from the old estab- 
lished church canoot expect less from 
the intolerance of bigotry than unde- 
served calumny aud pesecutioa. 

Now a word of Rev. Henry Frank, 
Dr. Townsend's succes-or. He was for- 
merly pastor of the Congregational 
chureb of this city; like his predecessor, 
he preached such liberal doctrine tbat 
orthodox members of his church took 
umbrage aud he was req ested to desist, 
which request he ignored. Fina'ly the 
pressure was brought to bear so strong 
that be resigned. The pulpit of tbe [. C. 
church being vacant September, 1888, 
be was iovited to fill tt, which he has 
dope sə acceptably that be has been 
unanimously engaged for another year.

“This mysterious vessel lies not far 
north of the line between Upper and 
Lower California, in what is known as 
the Colorado desert, and has just been re- 
discovered by a party of prospectors. It 
was first seen by Joseph Talbot, who gives 
it as his opinion that the desert in which 
it is stranded was once a part of the Cali- 
fornia Gulf; but that at some remote pe- 
riod an earthquake threw up the chain of 
hills across its mouth, entirely altering the 
character of the country. The waters 
gradually subsided, but their mark may 
still be plainly seen, some sixty feet up 
the mountain side, all around the border. 

“The ship may have been a piratical 
craft which lost her way; she may have 
been the very vessel named by Admiral 
Vizcaino and mentioned by Father Juni- 
pero Serra. She may have been a ship of 
exploration, commanded by some Castili- 
an grandee which disappeared in the sev- 
enteenth century with a million doubloons 
on board. None can now tell anything 
about her, beyond the bare fact that there 
she isin the midst of the desert “lifting 
heavenward a hand’’—whether to warn or 
beckon. Though many have tried, no 
man has yet been able to reach the spot. 
For miles around it on every side the al- 
kili crust that covers the deep, hot, sting 
ing sand is not strong enough to support 
man or beast. There is no water fora 
great distance; and if a man could wade 
through on foot, where it is impossible to 
compel a mule to carry him, he could not 
be burdened with sufficient food and wa- 
ter to last him through the expedition 
without which he must surely perish. 

“Laat year two determined miners were 
sent out, equipped with shovels, tools and 


“grub stake” to dig up the craft and its 
t-easures. Time passed; they did not re- 
tirn, and finally others were sent out to 
look for them--after the fashion of parties 
who go in search of the North Pole, and 
o'hers who go in search ofthem. The lat- 
ter, coming in sight of the tall white 
masts, found a pile of fossils and marine 
shelle—a monument erected by those for 
whom they were looking, and later they 
came upon human skeletons, presumably
